NAZI DRIVE TRAPS 44,500 
REFUGEES, 225,500 JEWS

LONDON—The Nazi juggernaut, rolling into little Belgium, the 


Netherlands and Luxemburg, trapped an estimated 44,500 German 
ewish refugees who faced a dire fate if they fell into the hands of the 
Germans and whose emigration relief leaders had been seeking for 
nonths in fear of the invasion which finally came. 

Jewish leaders were bending all efforts to evacuate as many as 
jssible from the war zone, but no results were announced immediately. 
orris C. Troper, Joint Distribution Committee director, cut short a 
visit to Rome to establish an office in Switzerland. The Youth Aliyah 
movement was trying to rush transportation of 150 children in Holland 
awaiting emigration to Palestine. 

Accordingi to J. D. C. figures, as of January 1, there were 23,000 
refugees in Belgium, 21,000 in the Netherlands and 500 in Belgium. In 
addition, there were 222,500 resident Jews, distributed as follows: 
0,000 in Belgium, 150,000 in the Netherlands and 2,500 in Luxemburg. 

Great anxiety was expressed particularly over the fate of refugees 
interned at Camp Drente in the Dutch-German frontier town of Wester- 
bork, Efforts to learnefrom Amsterdam whether there had been time 
to evacuate the camp before the German invasion were unavailing. It 
had been understood that the Dutch authorities would evacuate the 
camp as soon as it was found necessary to evacuate the civilian popu- 
lation from the district. The Nazi invaders have penetrated the district 
in which the camp is located. 








Washington Sees Little Hope

neutral nations. i

Hungary Only Nation 
Where M. D. Shortage 
Causes Ads For Them

BUDAPEST—Hungary is per- 


haps the only non-belligerent, non- 
totalitarian country in the world to- 
day where there is a shortage rath- 
er than a surplus of doctors, chem- 
ists, architects, engineers and oth- 
er professional workers. 

The Budapest evening papers of 
April 10, for example, announce 
that the services of no fewer than 
132 medical assistants are urgent- 
ly required by the Orszagos Tarsa- 
dalombizetosito Intezet, the Gov- 
ernment-controlled General Health 
and Accident Insurance Institute. 

The explanation for the shortage 
of doctors and professionals is 
neither a national emergency nor 
an epidemic, nor even a boom; it 
is simply the result of Hungary’s 
anti-Jewish legislation. 

From 3,000 to 5,000 Jewish pro- 
fessionals, technicians and clerks 
have been removed from their 
jobs in the last year, but only 1,000 
to 2,000 Gentiles have been found 
to take their places.

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Ickes Urge Alaska 
Refugee Opening

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
Interior Harold L. Ickes appealed 
to Congress this week for swift 
passage of the King-Havenner bill 
providing for the settlement and 
development of Alaska, largely 
through colonization by refugees, 
as an urgent national defense 
measure. Testifying before a 
special subcommittee of the Senate 
Committee on Territories and In- 
sular Affairs, he said that the set- 
tlement of Alaska was necessary 
to protect the territory from ag- 


. gression, as well as on humani- 


tarian and economic grounds. 

The secretary also pointed out 
that many organizations interested 
in refugee relief would rather in- 
vest their money in a place where 
the refugees could be selfsustain- 


ing than in temporary havens 
abroad. 
Ickes said: “I know that the 


word ‘humanitarian’ is in bad odor 
these days, and I don’t suggest 
ihat this committee take any ac- 
tion at all on humanitarian 
grounds. I do propose that if a 
proposition is good for business 
and good for the national defense 
and good for the American people 
we ought not to turn it down 
merely because it has some hu- 
manitarian by-products.” 

Saying that the type of immi- 
grants is an important considera- 
tion, he added: “I think that I can 
say without fear of contradiction 
that the Alaskans are as tolerant 
and democratic a group of human 
beings as exist anywhere in the 
world. By and large they will 
judge newcomers, whether from 
the U. S. or from abroad, on their 
merits and not on grounds of race 
or religion. They will ask of a new 
Alaskan, ‘What is he good for?’ 
not, ‘Where does he come from?’ ”

Ours is a movement of hope and faith, and those among us who 
are fully integrated with the cause and are attuned to the soul that 
re-echoes the Jewish inner shrine, the repository of our ancestral 
achievements and aspirations, can hear, even if it be in the far 
distance, the steps of the Messiah. 

To be a Zionist means to be strong, for suffering does not cause 
weakness merely, but it also produces forces which can accomplish, 
if properly directed, great deeds. Ours is the only idea and ideal in 
Jewish life which can give strength, vision and breadth to both old 


and young. We never can do too much for the cause. 


Whatever 


we do, as much as we may give of ourselves and of our names, can 
never be excessive. The cause carries within it besides the physical 
salvation of great numbers in need thereof, the perpetuation of our 


culture. 


Also, the power to generate self-respect, to plant within 


the heart and soul of everyone of us who is fortunate enough to 
be captivated by its romance, a mystic sense of belonging, of im- 


mortality, if you please! 


I extend to you, my dear friends and fellow delegates, a heart- 
felt welcome to this, our third convention of the Ohio Valley Region.

Temple Sisterhoods’ Contest Praiseworthy 


Not only the project itself, but the title of the 

essay contest announced this week by the In- 
diana State Federation of Temple Sisterhoods 
deserve more than passing attention. Remember- 
ing that it is the Sisterhoods of Reform Temples 
who are announcing the essay contest, then the 
title, “My Responsibility Toward Jewish Survi- 
val,” takes on an added note of value.

But for 
survival, on the other hand, the Jew must deny 
and sacrifice, even though in the end he is more 
honorable and in the observance of his religious 
precepts is a better individual and a better citizen. 

It is for the impressionistic high school Jewish 
boy and girl that this contest has been arranged. 
Let us hope that the entries are numerous and 
that wide interest is aroused in the contest, not 
forgetting that the Temple Sisterhoods are due 
high praise for their thoughtfulness in sponsor- 
ing the annual event. 


Current Comment 


Rabbi J. X. Cohen Explains Reason for Refus- 
ing Business Machine Corporation’s Invitation— 
Ordinarily I should have been, as I always am, 
delighted to have part in any exercises which 
make for peace and understanding. However, I 
found it necessary to decline your invitation for 
reasons which it is my duty to make clear to you. 
Many of us, not only Jews but Americans of all 
faiths and racial origins, were shocked and 
wounded some years ago to know that you had 
been offered, and had accepted, a decoration, the 
Order of the Eagle, from the hands of Chancellor 
Hitler. 

While it might ordinarily be said that the ac- 
ceptance of a decoration does not involve approval 
of all the policies of the government bestowing 
the decoration, in the case of the Hitler Order of 
the Eagle, it was clear that you were singled out 
as an American not only because of the extraor- 
dinary international importance of the corpora- 
tion of which you are the head, but because it was 
assumed that you were in some measure in sym- 
pathy with the regime of which Chancellor Hitler 
was and is the head. 

That regime has moved straight ahead to the 
most awful war the world has known. I confess 
that I had hoped that you, Henry Ford and 
Charles A. Lindbergh, who, I understand, also 
have been among the conspicuous recipients of 
the Hitler Order of the Eagle, would long before 
this have returned or renounced the decoration, 
with a suitable expression of your abhorrence of 
the crimes and wrongs which Hitlerism has 
brought to the world. As far as I know, you have 
not made any declaration with respect to your 
unwillingness to remain a holder of this Hitler 
decoration. 

Despite the auspices under which the meeting 
is to be held, as a self-respecting American citi- 
zen and rabbi, I cannot bring myself to parcipate 
therein, although it be held in the putative inter- 
ests of peace, seeing that its dominant figure is 
one who continues to hold a Hitler: decoration, and 
by that token gives silent assent to all that 
Nazism has wrought of wrong and crime. upon

The Anti-Defamation League Is Taken to Task 
For Wirth Pamphlet, in The California Jewish 
Voice—It is interesting to observe the recent ac- 


tion taken by the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith in circulating nationally for use in 
community lodge programs a pamphlet recording 
the round-table radio broadcast discussion on the 
Jew held a few weeks ago under the auspices of 
the University of Chicago. 

In this pamphlet, Mr. Wirth,.the Jewish par- 
ticipant at the round table, maintains that the 
chief, if not the only, cause of Jewish cohesion is 
persecution. His solution of the Jewish problem 
is as simple as his analysis of Jewish history: 
To do away with the Jewish problem the Gentiles 
must stop persecuting the Jews, thereby allowing 
the Jews to assimilate and amalgamate with the 
non-Jews. What Mr. Wirth desires is biological 
assimilation, intermarriage and interbreeding. 

Palestine, of course, Mr. Wirth suggests, offers 
no solution to the Jewish problem, for “even if 
you got two million or even two and a half mil- 
lion self-supporting Jews into Palestine, what 
would become of the other twelve million .. . 
would it not really create an international ghetto 
and make this problem, which was just local be- 
fore, one of world scale?” Mr. Wirth does not 
hold that Arabs in Iraq, Belgians in Belgium, 
Danes in Denmark, Irish in Eire constitute a 
ghetto; but Jews in Palestine do constitute an 
international ghetto. 

What right had the Anti-Defamation League to 
distribute this pamphlet championing assimila- 
tion and anti-Zionism? It had the right only if 
it believes and agrees with Mr. Wirth’s “solu- 
tion” to the Jewish problem. And if it does not 
so believe, it is not only a disgrace to every ideal 
of Judaism, but it is the selling-out of the prin- 
ciples of justice, freedom and brotherhood, which 
depend for their existence upon the perpetuation 
of Judaism. These spiritual forces would cease 
to exist were Judaism to cease, for it is Judaism 
that gave voice to these principles and that has 
held them forth through every dark period in the 
history of man, It is this mission that has sus- 
tained Israel. Or doesn’t the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith believe this? 

To quote the Reconstructionist: “This is the 
pamphlet which it pleases the Anti-Defamation 
League to distribute to all and sundry for dis- 
cussion in community and lodge programs. At this 
rate, we shall have to establish an anti-defama- 
tion league to preserve us against the Anti- 
Defamation League of the B’nai B’rith.”
